Tbe high license movement IB making 


progress in Now Hampshire, and a bill 
is pondinc in the legislature o£ that state 
to carry the principle into effect. 
The 


bill as introduced provides for a license 
fee ot $1,CC3 in cities and towns of over 
0.000 inhabitants, S700 in cities nnd 
towns having between 4.CCO nncl 5 000 
population, and so graded as to be S100 
leas tor eaoh 1,000 population in smaller 
towns. This would leave tbe minimum 
at $400.

system of temperance legislature.

At 11 o'clock tho disgraced roctor, despite 


threats of violence, boldly donned 
the 


sacerdotal robe.* nnd porformod tho sucrod 
ritos of tho church. 
Tho nudionce, 0110 of 


tho largest over in tho church since Jardino 
camo to it, and which included a number of 
prominent businos* nion of tho city, testified 
their disapproval by stamping, whistling, 
and derisive shouts OH laughter. Tho crowd 
began

hour for service, and by 11 o'clock thu 
:hiirch was filled to its utmost capacity, 
riio only ladies present woro a half-dozen 
feuialo mombora of his flock.

Eoro tho service began ho walked through 
tho church as if to determine tlio pulso of 
tho audience. 
Ho had scarcely disappeared 


in the sacristy before a boy c'.ad in u \vhito 
robe camo out and burned inconso in Croat 
of tho altar. Tho choristers, headed by u 
small boy bearing aloft an immense gilt 
cross, appeared at tho suuth door of tho 
church, and marching slowly down tho 
middle aisle, took their places in tha chimcol. 
A chant was then sung, at tho conclusion of 
which Jardino camo out o£ tho sacristy clad 
in priestly vestments and proceeded with 
tho service. 


The audience remained por foctly quiet 


until in repeating tho decalogue ho road tho 
seventh commandment, "Thou shalt nor 
commit adultery," when ho was greeted 
with a storm of derisive laughter, stamping 
of feet, and cries of ".Ratal llatsl" Ho was 
evidently prepared for this outburst, which 
lasted several minutes, as tho only cfloct it 
producsd on him was to cause tho lines 
about his mouth to deepen and his naturally 
pale face to grow i>alor. 
As soon us quiet 


had boon in a measure restored, ho proceed- 
ed in a firm voice with a peculiar emphasl? 
to road: "Thou shall not boar false wit- 
ness," This did not havo tho desired eltact, 
and was received u-ith hisses. The com- 
mandment "Thou Shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor's 
wife" 
called 
forth 
thunderous 


applause, 
which

l»ocadod it. 
Tho rest of tlio service passed 


off without intomiption until ho began 
preaching. As tho roctor ceased speaking 
and turned to kneel at the (iltar, another 
demonstration was made by tho audience, 
(\11 through tho sermon tho spoakor was 
con- 


stantly interrupted by stamping ;and;shout- 
ing, the exhibition of disapproval being 
most pronounced when ho denounced those 
who believed him guilty as ignorant, pre- 
judiced louts, and when ho posed as a mar- 
tyr in a good ctiuso. 
During tho sernion 


iovoral men and boys had gathered outside 
of tho church and looked in through tho open 
windows. At tho conclusion of tho invec- 
tive, and while tho rector was blessing the 
wine, his assistant, Wilson, dashed at ouooC 
tho windows and closed it with a bang. Ho 
then resumed his seat, and tlio spectators 
moved to another window. Jardino then 
gavo tho communion, Vestryman ^Vhitting- 
ton. Vestryman Lewis, Mrs. Lewis and u 
half-dozen women aud girls receiving it at 
hU hands. The only other incident that

jDI.MlslroiiH Visitation* In India. 


LONDO.V, July 20. —The recent earthquakes 


in India were more serious than at Crst re- 
ported. More than fi[ty people aru known 
to have been killed, and tho damage to 
property has been very groat. Heavy rains 
ond damaging floods are reported from tho 
valu oC Cnshmorp and from tho presidency 
of IJombay. 
In the former tho crops have 


boon almost entirely destroyed, and in t!ie 
latter region railway travel is entirely sus- 
pended, tho tracks in many places having 
boon entirely carried away.

Tliu oi»u spaco in front 0( tbo houso is do- 


v-otod to a Inndscapo garden, laid out under 
tho proprietor's direction, according to tho 
very best ideas of Japanese tasto. In tho 
furthest cornor, overlooking tho town, is a 
rustic arbor; nearer tho house is u pictur- 
esque woll, with a long swoop, while tho 
miniaturo bills and valleys botweon are all 
covered witb a carpot of volvoty gross, Tho 
trens which dot tho landscape hero and there 
aro trained with tbo greatest precision, 
each twig and brunch, being ut tho stilTost 
unglo jKjssible. 
A couple ot gardeners wore 


busy all cluy at a pino tree, tying up refrac- 
tory branches that would grow imturnily 
with stout cords and ovon trimming the 
loodios to tlio proper angle. Tlio men at 
work placing now squares of sod 0:1 parts 
whore tho volvoty carpet was worn secured 
tho sods with wooden pegs until they should 
lavo taken root. 


THE HOT DATES. 


Tho baths, supplied with ivatcr from the 


geyser, whoso medicinal qualities are so 


iglily spoken of, aro situated in a corridor 


at the back of tho house, where tho wntor is 
condnctDd through bamboo pipes to tlio re- 
ceptacles sunk in tho floor oC oacb apart- 
ment and is constantly flowing. At stated 
intervals—namely, 0 and 10 a. m., U. and 'J 


m—tho goysor is in action, whon a por- 


tion of tho immense ^volume of boiling 
water, which bursts with a dull roar and 
terrific forco from tho rocks, is conducted to 
reservoirs in tho '.MUh-rooms, to bo turned 
on at pleasure. 


Tho guoste, arrayed in tho fantastic bath- 


ing uniform of tho iiouso, are constantly 
skipping ia and out of the baths, looking 
like boiled lobsters as thoy emerge from 
batlis wbicu would bo simply unendurable 
to Europeans. It is rather a melancholy 
sight to watch tho bathers as thoy tramp 
to tho baths, 
Indoud, it reminds ono of the 


sncrud story oC the pool of Bothesda, whither 
the sick and suffering flocked for hauling— 
tho gaunt bodies and sunken caeoks of some, 
the hollow coughs of others with flaming 
death signals on their chooks, not to speak 
of tho many lame and halt for whom tho 
watoi-s nro supposed to work wonders. 


PLEASURE-SEEKERS. 


Besides invalids, however, are spnio who 


have come for change or pleasure and who 
have no sign of declining hoaltb. Among 
tlioso is a stout, jolly bank president hi tho 
cornor room, who drosses in bright yellow 
Bilk nnd wanders about all day in search of 
a kindred spirit with whom to crack a joko. 
He pokes his stubby uoso Into tho kitchon to 
have a laugh at tbo maids; ho wanders from 
room to room stirring up tho invalids and 
helping tho hearty to pass away tbo timo, 
else he is in tho garden swingiog tho children 
or quiring tho good-natured gurdoncrs, 
Koaring that foreigner^ had arrived at the 
hotel, bo sent word to us that ho was dying 
of ounul, and begged that wo would tako 
pity on him and allow him to couw nnd seo 
us to keep him alive a £ow days longer, 


Tho baby oC tho house quite oloctrifle; tbe
